If they had no grain 
f nm them, they would keep them 
at home, and, if th«y wanted to know 
how to dress and pa°k them, they 
would nd out rather than ship them 
in “any-old-sapc.” Such stuff is ship- 
ped by tae disinterested, uneducated 
farmer, the man who does notrtake a 
farm paper and to whom the educa- 
tion afforded by our agricultural. col- 
leges does not appeal. He does not 
read. he does not know; and, per- 
haps, he does not care. 

This class is always the most diffi- 
cult to reach. How can they be reach- 
ed? It will require some co-operative 
effort to reach nem. For nstance, 
one way would te ior dealers to keep 
a list of the names of shippers who 
send forward this poor stu*® and turn 
these names over to those who have 
charge of tis educational work, say, 
our agricultural colleges or depart- 
ments of agriculture The shipper 
could ten be reached dir ct by let- 
ters of information or personally vis- 
ited by a district representative or 
agricultural secretary. such as are 
found in some provinces of Canada 
—Exchange.

Sowing Weeds 


Many Samples of Seed Grain Analyz 
ed at Ottawa Contained Noxious 
Weeds 

In the spring of i913 officers of the 
@eed branch took samples represent- 
dag as accurately as possible the aver- 
age seed used in the districts vivited, 
from over 2,000 farmers throughout 
Canada. Nine hundred and seve.ty- 
eight samples of oats were analyzed 
@t the Ottawa Seed Laboratory and 
647 of these, or 56 per cent., contain 
ed an average of 76 noxious weed 
seeds per pound, the highest number 
being 4,833 in the pound. Hight hun- 
dred and sixty, or 88 per cent, of the 
samples, contained an average of 239 
ot other weed seeds, the highest num- 
ber being 6,594 per pound. With this 
weed seed coptent and the rate of 
eeeding reported an average of 6,400 
noxious and 20,800 other sorts of weed 
eeeds would be seeded on each acre 
of land in oats. Barley and wheat 
showed similar results. Some. of 
these weed seeds are difficult to clean 
out, but most of them can be separ- 
ated by a fanning mill properly equip- 
pod and well operated.—Seeqd Branch, 
Ottawa.

British Manufacturers Will Endeavo- 
to Capture the German and 
Austrian Trade 
His Majesty's Board of Trade in 
London, Hugiand, .n pursuance of 
the scheme initiated by them after 
the declaration of war fo. assisting 
British manufc.cturers to capture Ger- 
man and Austrian trade, has been 
holding a series of exchange meetings 
with the two fold object. ; 
(1) Of showing British manufacur- 
ers samples of German and Austriaa 
goodg computing most effectively 

with the British produc. 

(2) Of bringing into touch with 
British manufacturers buye>3 who had 
previously looked to Germany and 
Austria for their requirements. 

It has now been represented to his 
majesty’s board of trade that, as a 
complement to the above scheme, 
British manufacturers would welco-ne 
an opportunity of displaying for the 
inspection of buyers for the United 
Kingdom and overseas markets the 
goods which they are orhave been 
producing in competition with the 
German and Austrian manufacturers. 

It nas been urged that continental 

ufacturets have derived consider- 
able advantage from the annual trade 
fairs held in their country and that 
more especially has this been the 
case in Germany, notably at the Leip- 
zig fair.

VALUE OF SCREENINGS 


Feeding Test With Sheep Was Made 
With Surprsing Results 

Screenin.s ure sometimes consider- 
ed as of no value. This is a m'‘s- 
take. The screenings ure made up 
of seeds, the same as the grain, and 
these seeds contain the same food ele- 
ments as the grains. To test the valuy 
of screenings an experiment was car- 
ried out by two students, Amos Ewen 
and Ephraim Westlund, at the North 
Dakota Agricultural College. They 
fed three pens of sheep. The first 
one was fed oats and bran, the sec 
ond, pigeon grass seed, and the third, 
screenings. The feeding period cov- 
ered 10 weeks. It was, to some, a lit- 
tle surprising to find that the sheep 
getting the cats and bran made the 
smallest gains. The screenings lot 
made 84 pounds more gain and used 
up only 12 pounds more screenings 
than lot one ate of the oats and bran. 
The lot that were fei the pigeon 
grass seed made 16 pounds more 
gain than the out and bran lot and 
used up 12 pounds more of the pigeon 
grass seed than lot one ate of the 
bran and oats. This experiment 
brings out the value of the screenings 
that so often are left in the grain and 
nothing received fo it.

“French newspapers some time ago 
talked of neutralizing the Darda- 
nelles; but when they know the Rus- 
sian views they will doubtless change 
their opinions. We havo ; on in the 
case of Belgium how neutrality is re- 
spected nowadays, and the Turk, at 
any rate, was several degrees strong- 
er than a scrap of paper. 

The neutralization of the -traits or 
the handing of them over to a minor 
power—for example—Bulgaria—onl, 
means that Russia would be cut off 
and would probably have enemy war- 
ships at work around tre Black Sea 
coastline, 

“This war is a war waged in com- 
mon py the three allies. When it is 
ended we must not inquire who has 
dealt Germany the heavics: blows or 
who inflicted on her the iast defeat; 
who has enabled Belgium to be restor- 
ed, or who stood the main attack of 
the Turkish army. Nor, on the other 
hand, mus‘ the allies raise the ques- 
tion of who forced the Dardanelles. 

“Let the present war restore the 
territorial integrity of France. Let 
England be fewarded for her heroic 
effoits at the cost of Germany and 
Turkey. But let the vital interests 
of Russia also be cured. 

“Nothing less than the independ- 
ence of Russia is bound up with this 
question of the straits. Russia can 
and must guarantee the free passage 
of the Dardanelles to the mercantile 
marine of all ‘he world; but she must 
have power by force of arms to pre- 
vent the warships of any other power 
from navigating the waters of the 
Sea of Marmora ani the Black Sea. 
There is only one way whereby this 
may be secured and at the came timo 
open the exit to the high seas for 
Russia, an object, which Sir Edward 
Grey, the Bv-itish foreign secretary, 
has declared had British sympathies. 

“The straits must belong to Russia. 
No other solution is possible” .

Prompt Measures Should be Taken to 
Check the Growth of Weeds 

During the past five years agricul- 
tural investigation Work has beea con- 
ducted along various linus by the 
lands ¢om-nittee of the commission 
of conservation, The weed question 
has received considerable attention 
and some facts have been revealed 
which show the real seriousness of 
this problem. Many of the worst 
weeds are getting ahead of the farm. 
ers and unless methods of control are 
put into practice at once, the weeds 
will gain the upper hand. 
| In 1910, 100 farmers were visited in 
eacn of the Prairie Provinces and on 
100 per cent. of the Manitoba farms, 
wild oats were found. In Saskatche- 
| wan, 71 per cent. and iu Alberta, 3 
| per cent. reported wild oats. In 1911 
on the same farms ‘n Alberta, 31 pe: 
cent. reportea wild oats, while in 1912, 
a still larger number reported this 
weed, showing that it was travelling 
westward rapidly. 

This means that. there is a great 
-anual loss on Canad‘an farms due 
to weeds because: 

1 Weeds rob the soil of plant 
food and moisture thus increasing the 
effec’ of a dfought by taking up the 
water and dissipating by evaporation 
the moisture which should go to the 
crop. 

2. Weeds crowd out more usefui 
| plants, being hardier as a rule and 
more prolific. As au example of this, 
alfalfa cannot co well where wild 
grass and weeds are mixed with it 
ae the weeds will soo: extermin-

title of Colonel. King Alfonso, on the 
other hand, is the proud possessor of 
forty-two independent and separate 
titles. His list of suffixes would form 
the major part of almost any letter 
which he might write. Whatever his 
predecessors might have been, what- 
ever claims they made in their digni- 
ties, he had preserved them as trail- 
ere to his ind'vidual name of “Alfon- 
so.” 

Quite amusing is his claim to terri- 
tories which have long since passed 
from under the Sparish domination. 
For instance, he {s, along toward the 
last of his fictitious titles, “King of 
the East Irdies,” “King of the West 


Indies,” "King of Gibraltar,” “King 
of India,” and, with a bombast and 
sweeping magnificence, “King of 
Oceania.” Such pretention; lend an 


almost opera-bouffe flavor to the res- 
onant terms, such as “King of Cas- 
tile,” “King of Arragon.” “King. of 
Navarre,” ana “King of Galicia.” 

To the Spanish don this pomp and 
show appeals with unction, Nor is 
it peculiar to Roman nations, this 
worsiip of grandeur. The Emperor 
of Austria boasts of sixty-one titles, 
and the Sultan of Turkey eighty-two. 

The Sultan has by far the most 
laughable list of uczmes. He starts 
out.py-being High.Prince rad Lord of 
Lords. Then he specifies in great de- 
tail practically all of the states and 
ities and even districts of the Orient, 
and explaining after each of the var- 
ious names that he is the ruler of “all 
the forts, citadels, »urlieus and neigh- 
borhood thereof.” Nothirg is presum- 
ed to belong to anyone else, 

A land may have never belonged to 
Turkey, except in some transient raid 
or invasion, but that matters not to 
the Sultan; he adds it to his string, 
calm and indifferent to che progress 
of other nations. He loves tu pro- 
claim his religious prominence. “Head 
of the Faithful,” “Supreme Lord of all 
the Followers of the Prophet,” “Dir- 
ect and Only Lieutenant on Earih of 
Mohammed” are some of his most ex- 
travagant pnrases. His more nearly 
valid title of “King of Jerusalem” is 
also claimed by his more civilized 
brother rulers. The Emperor of Aus- 
tria, the Pope and the Kings of-Spain 
and Portugal all announce in their 
titles that they have under their 
thumbs the Holy Land. 

The Kaiser, with his love of pub- 
licity, has seventy-two. Most of the 
states of Germany are included in the 
list of the Prussian King, and have 
been ever since the union of the 
states. 

King George has a very modest out- 
lay in comparison. It merely reads: 
“George V., by the Grace of God of 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland and of the British Domin- 
fons Beyond the S2as, King, Defender 
of the Faith, Emperor of India.” Some 
of the lesser nobles in England poast 
of long lists, the Duke of Argyle lead. 
ing with 27 titles.—Tit-Bits.

It some- 
times prevents farmers following the 
best crop rotations or may even com- 
pel him to grow a crop which is not 
profitable. 

6. Many weeds are conspicuous 
and unsightly on farm lands. They 
thus depreciate the value of land. 

6. Some weeds are poisonous to 
stock; others are injurious animal 
products, as burrs in wool, \nd = wila 
garlic and stinkweeds, such as wild 
| barley, cause irriiaition and painful 
| wounds by penetrating the flesh, par- 
ticularly the mouth parts. 

7. Weeds rttract injurious insects 
and harbor fungus diseises. Weedy 
stubbles and summerfallows are 
breeding grounds fo cut wroms and 
the rust of small grains may pass the 
winter on several kinds of grasses in 
a dirty stubble. 

To overcome these losses or in 
a measure to curtail them, the follow- 
ing points. should be.observed: _ 

1. Do not sow weed seeds; 
clean seed grain. 

2. Do not allow new weeds to gain 
a foothold on the farm. 

8. Prevent annuals from going to 
seed. 

4. Practice a short ‘rotation of 
crops including a sufficient amount of 
hoe crop to clean a good share of the 
farm each, year,

German property or soil. 

It is true that this is not a war of 
revenge, but on the one 8 de a con- 
flict in the interest: of ingatiate am- 
bition and on the other a lefense of 
right to live of smaller nitions and 
in furtherance cf the cause of peace, 
of liberty, of the suppressicn of world- 
disturbing elements, and for the ad- 
vance of civilization along freedom- 
loving lines. Germany cannot give 
way, and the Allies will not. Thus the 
trouble resolves into a question of 
resources. One or the other will have 
to give in, and all are preparing for 
a long siega. Hence, Lord Kitchen- 
er’s prediction of three years is more 
likely to prove true than ex-Mayor 
Oliver of Toronto’s jocular suggestion 
of one month, or by April Fool's Day. 

Even if the autumn, or the first of 
the year, see the end, destruction 
such as has been caused, injury such 
as has been done, will take years to 
repair or remedy. Millions of men 
have been killed or wounded, many 
beyond usefulness, millions of acres 
have been laid waste, thousands of 
buildings have been wrecked, millions 
of horses have |een o- will be slain, 
the productiveness o” thousands of 
farms has been checked, and one 
whole country and large sections of 
four or five others, have been devas- 
tuted. After the WET, all these things 
will have to be accounted tor aud 
made good. 

If Canada would not be laggard in 
the work that is to be done, it is now 
that she must make ready. It is not 
only her own direci interests that de- 
mand this of her, but concern for the 
mother to whom she owes so much 
for protection, for preservation, for 
rights and liberties, and for manifest- 
niions of good will, makes the best ef- 
forts of one and all in patriotism and 
production an imperative quty.

Agriculture in Russia 


Tillage Confined to Land Belonging te 
Village Communities 


In St. Petersburg district scientific 
agriculture is practically unknown. 
Here tke summer js too s20 t to allow 
of the successfu: raising of crops, and 
tulage is confined to the lands belong- 
ing to the village communities. In 
Russia practically every village ig 
state-owned—that is, under the control 
of no landlord—aad every village has 
within its bounds a certain acreage of 
common land, The jnhabitants of the 
village have each one a fixed amount 
of this land assigned to them, says 
Country Life, but to avoiu tavoritism, 
a@ peasant does not farm the same 
strip two seasons running, but a 
rotation is practised whereby each 
member of the village iz time goes 
eae the whole land of the commun- 
\ity. The birth of a son is a source of 
great joy on the part of a Russian 
peasant, for on such an occasion an 
extra grant of land is given to him. 
In the north of. Russia wheat is never 
grown. Oats are produced, but rye ts 
the staple crop, ard it is from this 
cereal that the peasant makes his 
tread.

As a natural consequence of the 
unparalleled rapidity ,of the settle- 
ment of Western Canada in the last 
few years we have admittedly an un- 
usually large percentage of settlers 
whose knowledge of farming is slight, 
and it ig therefore an abvious deduc- 
tion that the recult; which could be 
looked for from an efficient organiza- 
tion of field men would be proportion- 
gtely greater here than in North Da- 

ota. 

The necessity for ag organized 
movement to increase largely agricul . 
tural production in the prairie prov- 
inces by greater efficiency of tarming 
methods is now widely recrgnized, 
and we cannot urge 100 strongly that 
step e taken without deiuy to in- 

e the Field Agen: System 
the ost effective meaus of 
plishing the desire. end. 

We think it well to add that in our 
opinion a movement along the lines 
recommended, in order to be preduc- 
tive of the maximum gocd, should 
take the form of a combination of 
the Farmers’ Association., and the 
more important business interests to 
co-operate with the department of 
agriculture.

_ Benjamin Harris, recording clerk in 
the New York County Clerk's office, 
received from his-uncle, Professor 
I. H. Hirsch, lecturer on physics and 
mathematios in Kings College, Lon- 
don, a letter giving.the representative 
Bnglishman’s point of view and attt- 
tude toward the Germans after six 
months of The letter, dated at 
Hillel Ho Cambridge, Hngland, 
Bays in part: 

You ask me to give my impression 
of present conditions. To my mind 
the niost striking feature of the situa- 
tion is still the general absence of vin- 
dictiveness or even contempt for the 
German people. Englishmen are join- 
ing the colors by the hundred thous- 
‘and, but not in the “jingo” spirit. You 
will perhaps remember the type of 
man one meots go frequenly in Lan- 
cashire and Yorkshire—the old Puri- 
tan type—the man who goes to his 
work with the sense of duty domin- 
an, doing his work thoroughly, .not| 
necessarily because he iikes it, but 
because the job is to be done. But 
few or-none like the job, but the job 
is there to be done. 

It appears to be beyond the men- 
tal powers of a German to undc*stand 
this. To him, apparently, war is a part 
of his religion or it is nothing. He 
cannot understand that a _ nation 
should go to war because it is part of 
its religion to destroy the worship- 
pers of Mars, the war god. It is for- 
tunate for Germany that England is 
not war mau, for if ever the fghting 
blood of the country were really 
stricken with the lust for German 
blood, then God help the Germans. 
Personally, I am praying that the 
Germans will have sense enough not 
to repeat such escapades as the attack 
on Scarborouga. 

Behind all this grim struggle 
Englishmen have not lost the feel- 
ing that German flesh and blood are 
still human, and, therefore, they do 
not wish to inflict more suffering on 
German women and children than 
is necessary. For years the Ger- 
mans have een mistaking English 
patience for weakness and doeca- 
dence. Now they must be compelled 
to listen, and we believe that they 
will see their proper place is by our 
side and not in opposition to us. 

If you hear that Englang is deter- 
mined to crush Germany beyond re- 
demption treat the report with con- 
tempt. We cannot crush seventy mil- 
lions of people except at an enor 
mous cost, and it would no: pay nor 
would it pay us to divide Germany in- 
to weak and small states. The enemy 
is not Germany, but autocracy. 

Professor Hirsch says that the 
greatest crime Germany has com- 
mitted is that of wilfully throwing 
away the fruits of its own toil for 
fifty years. 1 


Making Over Belgium 


Fascinating Task for the Engineer 
and Architect 

An opportunity for city building 
urique in thé annals of modern civili- 
zation will ve offered by Belgium 
after the war. A large number of 
cities, towns and villages in that 
country have been partly or complete- 
ly destroyed by fire and explosives. 
If the allies fight their way through 
Belgium to the German frontier there 
will be a still greater devastation of 
buildings and public works. Waen 
peace comes a larg. part of Belgium 
will have to be rebuilt. 

That task, from an engineering 


and architectural standpoint, ill 
be a most fascinating one. 
will be a chance to build 1 


towns—to avoia the crooked streets, 
narrow highways, congestion of 
houses and numerecus cther annoy- 
ing features which towns of natural 
growth. usually possess. The re- 
markable possibilities offered by the 
country waiting to be made over 
have struck certain Englishmen, who 
summarize as follows their ideas on 
the matter: “Among the 200,000 refu- 
gees who were welcomed to England 
there are about two hundred archi- 
tects. Our idea is to pring them to- 
gether and to place at their disposal 
our experience for the ijevelopment 
of Belgian towns along modern lines.” 

If these plans are carried out we 
may soon see Belgium transformed 
from a country physically of re- 
markable simplicity and_ pictur- 
esqueness into a modern “spotless 
town.” Cities will be laid out on an 
“efficiency” basis, and old, lazy, prim- 
eval villages will become bustling 
hafalets equipped with all modern im- 
provements. While the restored Bel- 
gium will have lost heavily in things 
and manners dear to history and trad- 
ition, that country will, from a mater- 
jalistic viewpoint, have “advanced” 
with unprecedented rapidity. And 
then there is also the possibility that 
when peace terms are settled there 
will be a larger Belgium.

Turned German, Army From Its Dash 
on Paris and Changed Whole 
Line of Battle 

An ‘Reroplane scouting flight which 
made history has come to light, many 
months after it took place. The re- 
port of the two aviators making the 
flight turned Gen. von Kluck’s col- 
umn toward the south from its dash 
on Paris in August and changed the 
whole line of battle in the west. 

A striking feature of the flight, 
moreover, was that its course did not 
follow orders, but-was determined 
upon the initiative of the flyers. The 
story of the flight, taken from a 
German magazine, devoted to aero- 
nautics, follows: 

“It happened on the occasion of our 
dash on Paris. The inhabitants of 
the “city of light” received a daily 
visit from German aviators. The 
latter were accustome. to drop .« 
couple of bombs every day, but their 
visit here was not the object of their 
program. The chief thing was to 
keep watch of the movements of the 
Paris reserve army. This army had 
marched up with its front toward the 
east and one day an aeroplane went 
up to observe it again. 

“The aviators were struck with the 
uncertain movements of the oppon- 
ents of a German corps, who appear- 
ed to be having a trifling conflict with 
troop; further north. Upon their own 
responsibility the aviators changed 
their course and flew off to the north. 

“They flew and flew, for what they 
saw was well worth closer observa- 
tion. Then they speeded back to head- 
quarters and announced that a hostile 
army was marching upon von Kluck's 
flank. 

“Nobody would believe it at first. 

Cavalry patrols had brought no ne./s 
to indicate such a movement. But 
nevertheless it was true. 
. “The report resulted in the known 
new disposition of the German posi- 
tion in the west, ana in the cConfer- 
ring of the Iron Cross of the first 
class upon the pilot and the officer ob- 
server.

SITUATION FOR GERMANY 


IF KRUPP WORKS SHOULD FAIL 


THEY SUPPLY NEARLY ALL THE WAR MATERIAL 


Persistent Reports that Germany is Running Short of Shot and 
Shell, and Should the Essen Firm Fail to Keep up with 
the Demand, it Might Bring about the End of the War 


Germany's most vulnerable point 
may, be expressed in a single woid— 
Krupp’s. 

This great concern at Essen sup- | 
plies practically the whole of Ger- 
many’s war materials,, and its in- 
ability to keep up with the enormous 
demands of the kaiser’s great armies 
may bring about the end of the war 
at a mucn earlier date than has yet 
entered into any one’s calculations. 

As a matter of fact, the capacity 
of the much vaunted Krupp works 
is not nearly so great cs the aggre- 

ate capacity of Britain's five most 
mportant armament firms. Reports 
that Germany is running short &f shot 
and shell are persistent, and are likely 
enough to be true, and it is notorious 
that Germany is making frantic ef- 
forts to secure supplies of metal by 
any means and at any price. 

Phere is also plenty of evidence 
that Krupp-manufactured munitions 
are by no means so superior as many 
people had been led to believe, and 
we know, too, that the “colossus of 
armament firms” has been mixed up 
in scandals, bribery, and corruption 
Germany has been very proud of its 
Krupp’s and has had unbounded con 
fidence in the huge Essen tactory. In 
the supreme test now being applied 
Krupp's may fail the fatherland. 

Founded at;lssen 102 years ago as 
a factory for the production of “Eng- 
lish cast steel,” and employing only 
seventy workmen in 1848, this com- 
pany now employs 70,000, of whom 
38,000 are in the Essen steel works 
alone. The great Mannesmann iron 
and steel works at Dusseldorf, capital- 
-000,000 has been absorbed

Production of Cows 


Some Will be Found to be Much More 
Profitable Than Others—Test 
Will Tell 

The Dominion department of agri- 
culture, dairy division, Ottawa, issues 
the followiug bulletin, under the head- 
ing of “Economical Machines.” 

“Has it impressed itself on your 
mind, as a practical man, selling farm 
crops in the form of milk through the 
medium of cows’ manufacturing ap- 
paratus, that possibly some of tis ani- 
mated machinery needs overhauling 
and closely examining? A Lew mach- 
ine, running more economically, may 
save a manufacturer its cost several 
times over in a very short while. So 
if your cows were regarded in this 
light, some might be found to be very 
economical. producers, and possibly 
the less said about the capacity of 
others the better. 

“Some cow testing figures given to 
the dairy division, Ottawa, by dairy 
farmers prove that some herds of 
cows produce milk at a feed cost of 
$1.45 per 100 pounds, while close by 
are other herds whose average feed 
cost of production is only 80 cents 
per 100 pounds of milk. Again, be- 
tween two cows in the same herd the 
cost of feed per pound of butter-fat is 
frequently found to vary as much as 
from 23 to 49 cents. 

What is of importance to the aver- 
age dairyman is this fact, that cow 
testing helps to put each cow in the 
herd on a good paying basis very 
quickly. A simple plan of weighing 
and testing each. individual cow's milk 
soon discovers if any unit machines in 
the milk making factory are not in 
good economical running order. Then 
that makes $20 or $30 or more clear 
profit above the cost of feed. Does 
each one of your cows do that? It 
will pay you to find out.” 


Field Instructions 


Six Field Agents Have Been Appoint- 
ed for Manitoba , 

The Winnipeg business men who 
recently investigated the conditions 
of agricultural education in North 
Dakota, and whose report and recom- 
mendations we published, in giving 
out the result of their work made a 
statement which needs to be mude 
public, in order to prevent misappre- 
hension. They say: “Since its return 
your committee has been conferring 
with the minister of agriculture for 
Manitoba with a view to some ar- 
rangement whereby an association of 
farmers and business men might co- 
operate with his department in inaug- 
urating a system of fleld instruction. 
Although the provincial government 
does not at the present time see its 
way to entering into the joint plan 
suggested it is gratifying to note that 
the minister of agricpiture has an- 
nounced that his department will it- 
self put a number of field instructors 
at work in the spring. As this in some 
measure fulfills the purpose of the 
joint plan proposed, your committee 
feels that it is inadvisable to proceed 
at the present time with the forming 
of an association as outlined in its 
report.” ,

That She is the Granary of the 
Empire 
All sorts of propnesies are being 
made of the likely duration of the 
war. Lord Kitchetler originally said 
three years. So-far as newspaper re 
ports ‘are concerned there is no ree 
s0D LO besweve be has changed bis 
opinion. Ail tuat he is kuown to have 
subsequently remurked is that he 
didn't know when the war could end, 
but that he did know when it wouid 
begin—in wiay. ‘This, of course, was 
taken as indicating that the real ot- 
fensive campaign of the allies would 
then start. Meantime, beyond send- 
iug over continge..s, the plain duty 
reimains to Canada of being prepared 
for any contingeacy. This country ia 
the nearest of the large overseas Do 
minions, and to this country Britain 
will naturally look for a great portiom 
of her supplies. That she is doing co 
already is abundantly proven by the 
fact tuat the trace returns for the 
five months of the war that elapsed 
in 1914 guow a decidedly marked in- 
crease, For the final quarter of the 
year, compared with the same peried 
in me that increase was no lesw 
than nine and a half million dollara, 
principally in the value of foodstuffs 
There is surely groundwork for 
thought in such a etatement. Canada 
has proudly claimed to be the granary 
of the empire. It it now up to her ta 
fulfil that .oast, and not only in the 
matter of cereais, but also as regards 
beef, mutton, pork, bacon and vege 
tables. In cultivation of the last 
mentioned the cities and towns can 
help by utilizins the present waste 
land either in their midst or in the 
surrounding territory. An unoccupied 
acre at these times implies extravag- 
ance both in soil and labor. Nobody 
can plead ignorance in these matters 
when he can write t) the Publications 
Branch, Department of Agriculture, 
Ottawa, and obtain absolutely free, 
bulletins and pamphlets giving in 
formation on how best to grow peas, 
beans, potatoes, turnips, onions, pars 
snips, carrots, Indian corn, wheat, 
oats and barley, Also on the breeding 
and rearing of live stock, and on dairy 
products, bee cultivation, etc. A lettey 
to the department, addressed as stat 
ed, will bring a catalogue of upwards 
of two hundred of publications, all of 

which can be Lad gratuitously.

So the see 
ret code books are carefully guard 
ed and none is more carefully pro 
tected than that of the United States 
navy. The secret code books are 
issued ofly to the executive officers 


of ships and eve precaution is 
taken to prevent them be’ stolen 
by men in the service of fore! 


governments. The books are boun 
in heavy metal covers, so thet if » 
vessel is threatened with capture the 
commander may throw his code book 
overboard and it will sink, thug 
avoiding seizure, 
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
